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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary references Purcell (U.S. 5,940,807) and Johnson et. al. (U.S. 6,023,683) ("Johnson 
*683") disclose as previously discussed. However neither Purcell nor Johnson '683 disclose — in 
combination — a computerized ordering system with a datacenter having computer readable 
media with executable instructions that carry out the claimed steps whereby the steps include: 
searching for desired products by item number, SKU number, and a provided search category; 
displaying the desired products and product attributes found by the search whereby the product 
attributes displayed include SKU number, manufacturer, JPEG image, a list price, a discoimt 
price, a sale price, assembly components, a fabric name, a fabric nxmiber, a fabric style, a color, a 
grade, a finish, a cleaning code and instructions, matching products, a bed size, item variants 
which are reasonable variations of the product, and inventory information. In addition, neither 
Purcell nor Johnson *683 disclose that the computer readable media also includes instructions 
which determine a delivery schedule, manufacture the final product, and determine both routing 
and shipping procedures for the final product. A combination of these and the other recited 
features was not reasonable found in the prior art.
